Information Has Caused the Chinese 
Court Serious Alarm—Believed 
That Rebellion Was Brought 
About ‘by Agent of

Pekin, April 8.—The rumors which have 


been current during the past few days 
of the outbreak of a rebellion. headed by 
General Tung Fu Sian (the former com- 
mander of the northern army), in the 
provinces of Mongolia and Shey Si, have 
been absolutely authenticated. 

Li Hung Chang and Prince Ching have 
received information on the subject, 
which, though indefinite, still proves that 
the court is seriously alarmed. 

General Tung Fu Sian was, according to 
last accounts, about 150 miles from the 
court with 11,000 regular troops, all sup- 
posed to be devoted to himself. The court 
has about the same number of soldiers ¢t 
Sian Fu, but it is probable that the 
troops of Tung Fu Sian are better drilled 
and better armed. 

Work of Prince Taun. 

It is believed that the -Mongolian re- 
bellion was brought about through agents 
of Prince Tuan and General Tung. Fu 
Sian. Li Hung Chang thinks there are 
about 5,000 regular troops in Mongolia, 
and inclines to the belief that they have 
not joined in the rebellion. He does not 
think the court' is in any danger and 
thinks the object of Prince Tuan (who 
was last reported at Ning Hsu with 10,- 
000 men prepared to resist arrest) and 
General Tung Fu Sian is to create a 
diversion of interest in order to force un- 
condaitional protection of themselves. 

Unofficial Chinamen of intelligence re- 
gard the rising as most unfortunate, at 
the present. time, to the interests of Chi- 
na and as possibly *meaning the use of 
foreign troops to protect even the court 

The ministers of the powers do not 
think that provided foreign interests do 
not suffer any present interference is 
likely. If the dynasty should be over- 
thrown % would, to a certain extent, 
delay the: peate negotiations, but they 
consider that a fégime riot tound by 
traditions like those of the present court 
would probably be, much easier: to deal 
with eventually, as the ceremon#! could 
be much curtailed. 

Prince Ching Not Alarmed. 

Prince Ching, who, as a rélative, may 
be ‘considered to take the court view of 
the situation, thinks the rebellion is a 
storm in a tea cup. He says the present 
court is loved and esteemed by nine- 
tenths of the population of China, and 
that the same proportion of able bodied 
men in China would rise to protect the 
existing dynasty. The empress dowager, 
as the advisor of the emperor, holds a 
place in the affections of the people not 
dreamt of and not understood by foreigr- 
ers. Her slightest wish is the emperor's 
law, though he is by no means the figure- 
head the foreign powers frequently sup- 
pose. The emperor recognizes her ability, 
invaluable aid and ativice. — 

The remaining bodies of Americans were 
shipped homeward this morning. They 
now number fifty-four and will leave 
on board the transport Egbert tomorrow, 
The Egbert will also take twenty-seven 
military prisoners, a number of sick men, 
the discharged soldiers, the teamsters 
and other civillan employees.

According to expert opinion China 
would be able to pay from twenty to thir- 
ty million pounds sterling without crip- 
pling her financial resources, while the 
amounts which the powers at present de- 
mand aggregate from 80,000,000 to 100,000,- 
000 pounds. 

Blow to Russian Prestige. 

London, April 8—In a dispatch to The 
Times from Pekin dated Sunday, Dr. 
Morrison comments upon the blow to 
Russian prestige in China resulting from 
the check to Russia's ambitions regard- 
ing Manchuria. “This blow is all the 
more severe,’’ he says, “because Japan, 
who the Russians have affected to treat 
with the utmost contempt, has had the 
largest share in dealing it.” 

‘‘There is little doubt that Russia will 
renew her struggle in some shape. It is 
a remarkable outburst of popular feeling 
which has thus enabled China to with- 
stand Russia. All the. appeals against 
the convention concérning Manchuria 
were addressed to the emperor. It is 
therefore difficult to believe that. the 
empress dowager has not been affected 
by the defeat of the policy of which her 
henchman, Li Hung Chang, is the stur- 
diest exponent.

Plot To Murder French President 
During His Toulon Trip. 


DETECTIVES GUARD LOUBET 


President Himself Laughs at Fears 
of Detectives—Nice Gives Him 
a Royal Welcome. 


London, April 8.—A dispatch to The 
Evening News from Paris says the 
French detectives weré privately inform- 
ed of a projected attempt to assassinate 
P-osident Loubet during his coming trip. 
Extraordinary precautions have ‘been 
taken everywhere and the usual police 
protection has been doubled. Outsiders 
ave been excluded from the railroad sta- 
tions. Ten thovsgand soldiers have been 
detailed to maintain order during the 
President's stay at Nice and stringent or- 
‘ders have been issued to rigorously sup- 
press the slightest hostile demonstration. 

President Loubet is inclined to laugh at 
the detectives’ fears that an attempt will 
be made upon his life. 


Nice Welcomes Loubet. 

Nice, April 8.—President. Loubet's visit 
to the Mediterranean coast opened un- 
der excellent auspices. 

M. Loubet has chosen the most charm- 
ing season for a tour of the Riviera. The 
whole country side is a mass of bloom 
of varied hues, and Nice itself, as the 


floral decorations everywhere. The win- 
dows and balconies were profusely adorn- 
ed with garlands of roses. carnations, 
wall flowers and amemones, while flow- 
ers also hung from baskets suspended 
from the Venetian masts and triumphal 
arches over the main streets. 

The president was uccompanied by his 
wife, the minister of foreign affairs, M. 
Delcasse, and the minister of war, M. 
Andre. The only stoppages made on the 
Way here were at Cannés and Antibes, 
where there were brief receptions upon 
the part of the local authorities. But all 
the stations were gaily decorated with 
flags. 

There has been a great influx. of vis- 
itors here. Numbers of Italians who, 
with the regiments of infantry and mem- 
bers of the gymnastic sdécieties, were in 
uniform, enhanced the color and anima- 
tion of the street scenes. Troops lined 
the route from the station to the pre- 
fecture, where the president will stay 
while in Nice. 

. A vast concourse gathered early in the 
morning to await President Loubet’s ar- 
rival... He was welcomed by the military 
and municipal functionaries at the sta- 
tion, where the ‘‘Marseillaise’”’ was played 
‘py a regimental band. Proceeding to the 
courtyard, where the Alpine troops were 
drawn up, the president distributed a 
number of decorations to the officers and 


men. : 
ugies and Drums Sound. 

He then entered a gala landau and was 
driven slowly to the prefecture amid a 
fanfare of bugles and roiling drums. The 
president’s reception by the spectators was 
mest warm. The cheering was unceasing 
for the president and for the republic. 

Replying. to an address from a delega- 
tion of the clergy, President Loubet point- 
ed out that he had always favored tol- 
erance toward the episcopate, as he be- 
Heved they ought to be a staunch auxili- 
ary of the government in effecting the 
union of all French and for the welfare 
of the country. 

To an address delivered ‘by General Ma- 
zinger on behalf of thé garrison Presi- 
dent Loubet assured the delegation that 
the government was proud of the army 
and knew the giant efforts it had made 
to be ready for eventualities. 

The president’s visit to Nice is merely 
a prelude to the more important fetes at 
Toulon where President Loubet will ar- 
rive Wednesday afternoon on board a 
warship, being escorted from Ville 
Franche by the French squadron. 

Speaking at the municipal banquet this 
evening M. Loubet alluded to the situa- 
tion of Nice on the frontier, remarking 
that “her children realized the duties 
which this post of honor imposes upon 
them.,”’ 

This reference tto Italy is the subject 
of some comment in view of the partici- 
pation of the Italian navy in the cele- 
brations at Toulon. 

Russian Ships To Return. 

Paris, April 8.—‘“‘According to informa- 
tion received from an Official source,” 
says a dispatch to The Matin from Nice, 
“the Russian squadron will return to 
Ville Franche tomorrow to salute M. Lou- 
bet in order ‘to show that its recent de- 
parture was without significance from the 
point of view of the friendly relations ex- 
isting between the two countries.’’ 

Italian Fleet at Toulon. 

Toulon, April 8.—The-Italian squadron 
has arrived here, the battleship Lepanto, 
with the duke of Genoa on poard, heading 
the line. Salutes were exchanged and an 
official visit was paid to Vice Admiral de 
Beaumont. who said he was proud to 
welcome the fleet of a friendly nation. 
The duke of Genoa expressed the happi- 
ness he felt at being charged with such 
an agreeable mission.

Through War Department. 

Authority over the islands probably will 
be exercised by the president through 
Secretary Root, as the secretary is al- 
ready familiar with the governmental 
machinery of the islands. More than this,

itary as well as civil and judicial powers 
ehall be exercised in the islands, and it 
is not believed feasible to divide the re- 
sponsibility, as for many years to come 
tthere must be joint and harmonious ac- 
tion by the civil and military authori- 
ties. There already has grown up in the 
war department since the Spanish war 
a division of insular affairs, which has 
in charge all matters pertaining to the 
civil operations not only in the Philip- 
Pines, but in Cuba. At present Lieuten- 
ant Colonel Bdwards is in charge of this 
division and his familarity with condi- 
tions in the Philippines, he having spent 
A great deal of tme there. makes him 
a valvable official. It is probable that if 
the Philippines be administered through 
the war department Colonel Fdwards will 
continue in charge of the division. 

The fact that the actual control of the 
islands will remain in the war depart- 
ment does not mean that Governor Taft 
wil have his power curtailed. Necessa- 
rily the president will remain the court 
of last resort for everything relating to 
the islands, but the Aovernor and his 
counsel will exercise the broadest au- 
therity and. much that heretofore has been

Standard Oi] People Get Together 
and Evade the Decision of 
the Court. 


New York. April 8.—Justice Dixon, at 
Trenton, N. J., today filed the opinion of 
the court of errors and appeals in the 
case brought by minority stockholders of 
the American Smelting and Refining 
Company to enjoin the purchase of the 
property of M. Guggenheim & Sons. 

opinion hag been awaited with 
great interest by ‘corporation lawyers. as 
it is considered most important and af- 
fecting corporations in New Jersey. 

The importance of the opinion lies in 
the construction by the court of the 4th 
and 49th sections of the general corpora- 
tions act. Vice Chancellor Stevens held 
the court could not go beyond the de- 
cision of the board of directors as to the 
value of property to be purchased by the 
issuing of stock. The court of errors, on 
the contrary, holds that it must be clear- 
ly shown that the value of such property 


is at least reasonable near the price to 


be paid and that the action of the direc- 
tors is subject to review at the instance 
of any stockholder who considers himself 
aggrieved. ‘ 
: Gist of the Opinion. 
The syllabus of Justice Dixon's opinion 


says: 

“Under section 40 of our corporation act, 
when an original issue of corporate stock 
for property to be purchased is contem- 
plated it is the duty of the directors to 
see that the real value of the property is 
at least equal to the face value of the 
stock. 

“Refore an original issue of corporate 
stock for property to be purchased takes 
place the bonafide judgment of the direc- 
tors as to the value of the property, 
while it is entitled to considerable weight, 
is not conclusive. but may be reviewed at 
the instance of existing stockholders, and 

f on such review by a court of equity 

e value of the property appears to be 
less than the face value of the stock, the 
issue should be restrained. 

“After stock has been issued as fully 
paid stock for property purchased the 
judgment of the directors as to the value 
of the property becomes conclusive, in 
the absence of actual fraud in the trans- 
action and such stock is not liable to any 
further call. 

“An increase of corporate stock. voted 


+ for by both the board of @irectors and 


hy the reauisite maferitv of stockholders, 
in order to issue such stock for property 
worth less than the face valke of the 
stock. showld be restraire*? ot the in- 
stance of dissenting stockholders.”’ 

In considering the right of the court .to 
Yeview the action of the directors, Justice 
Dixon pays the language of section 48 of 


as to the fact that the money paid in 
must equal the face value of the stock 
issued, the language of section 49 is even 
. more explicit. providing that the cor- 
poration may issue stock to the amount 
of th. value of the stock. 

Actual Value of Property. : 

Justice Dixon discusses the actual value 
of the property. the purchase of which 
was contemplated by the issue of $45,000,- 
000 of stock. He finds it admitted that 
the value of the Guegenheim plant as 
physical possessions did not exceed $10,- 
000.000. and with the cash to have been 
turned over, about $23,000,000 was left to 
be made up in the value of the good will 
of the business and the leases and con- 
tracts, the nature of which was not at 
anv time disclosed in the proceedings. 

The court finds that the mere fact that 
two-thirds of the directors, and stockhold- 
ers voted for the purchase cannot prevent 
its review, pointing out that this would 
not justify an issue of stock for an ille- 
eitimate enterprise. 

In accordance with these views the 
court order; that the stay be continued: 
enjoining th2 purcherse, and that proceed- 
ings to Increase the stock should Hkewise 
remain in statu quo pending final argu- 
ment and a decision by the court of chan- 
cery as to the real value of the Guzggen- 
heim. property.

Treasurer Flint, of Rubber Trust, 
Appears Before Industria 
Commission, 


TELLS THE COMMISSION 
WHY TRUSTS ARE FORMED 


Qnly Danger to International Trade 
Now, He Says, Isa War of 
Tariffs — Declares That 
Trusts Are WNot 
Hurtful. 


Washington, April 8.—Hearings on the 
question of combinations of capital were 
begun by the industria] commission to- 
day and probably will be concluded this 
week. Professor Jenks, of Cornell univer- 
sity, is conducting the examination of the 
witnesses, 

Charlies R. Flint, treasurer of the 
United States Rubber Company, and a 


leading factor in a large number of cor- 
poratigns, testified today regarding the 
financing of combinations. He said that 
the reasons which dictated these combina- 
tions were economy, a desire to transfer 
unmarketable properties into securities of 
value, to provide against the effect of 
death and disability of management afid 
to avoid the serious and disastrous results 
of war between separate concerns in the 
same industry. These combinations, said 
Mr. Flint, effect a considerable reduction 
in the amount of stocks carried, resulting 
in a saving in interest, insurance and 
shop ‘wear, Combinations ayoid the ef- 
fects of over-production by regulating the 
production to the actual requirements of 
the country. 

In most cases, according to Mr. Flint, a 
saving is effected by a reduction in the 
number of traveling salesmen. The 
United States Rubber Company, for in- 
stance, reduced the number of its trav- 
eling men twenty-five per cent. The Rub- 
ber Goods Manufacturing Company effect- 
ed less saving, because its policy has been 
to sustain to a greater extent the indi- 
viduality and independence of each of its

modification of our tariff policy as would 
tend to freer trade. The large consoli- 
dations, he saii. are ina position to gain 
An advantage through centralized man- 
ufacture, and any Icgal discrimination 
against trusts in genera] would be most 
disast-ous to the laboring interests and 
might create an industria} panic. He re- 
garded as impossible any worldwide com- 
bination in any industry, but in event of 
its practicability and of the effecting of 
suclL a combination, he believed that, 
Other conditions being equal, the manu- 
facturing of the particular class of goods 
woull be done in the countries where 
the merchandise could be produced to the 
best advantage with relation to the mar- 
ket for it. He apprehended a danger in 
extending the rec‘procity idea too far. 

He produced figures on forty-seven in- 
dustrials, not including. the Standard oil, 
and found the earnings on their capitali- 
zation averaged over 7 ner cent and on 
the present market price of the industry 
over 11 per cent, indicating, he suggested, 
that the profits of these combinations 
were being very widely distributed. 

A similar computation regarding thirty- 
seven railroads, he said, show average 
earnings of 4 3-4 per cent on market 
prices and a trifle more than that on the 
par yalue of securities. 


NOW FOR A DRY GOODS TRUST. 


Claflin Is Working To Consolidate 
the Retail Companies. 

New York. April 8—It may be stated on 
authority that the plan to consolidate 
large retail dry goods companies on which 
Mr. John Claflin has been at work for 
scme time, has now been definitely com- 
pleted and a syndicate has been organized 
to finance it. This would seem to indi- 
cate that the zecurities of the new com- 
pany will be offured for public subscrip- 
tion. J. P. Morgan & Co. are the heasi 
of the syndicate and will, it is under- 
stood, underwrite the issue. The. capital 
of the nev concern will be about $20,000,000, 
including the common and preferred 
shares and bonds.

Business Suspended at Tate During 
the Services. 


GREAT SORROW IS MANIFESTED 


Remains Laid to Rest in Cqol Spring 
Cemetery—fimple Services. 
Many Floral Offerings. 


Tate, Ga., April 8.—(Special.)—All that 
was mortal of Colonel Stephen C. Tate 
was laid to rest in the family _ burial 
ground at Cool Spring today, his gfeat 
soul and the immortal past having taken 
its flight on Easter morn to Him who 
gave it, It was indeed fitting that since 
death must come to all men the death 
angel should come and waft away the 
spirit and the soul of Colonel Tate on the 
anniversary of the Savior’s resurrection.

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‘WAYCROSS AIR-LINE POINTS ATLAN 


MAY BE THE BASIS OF A NEW TRUNK LINE 


~ By PB. J. Moran. 


Fitzgerald, Ga., April 7.—(Special Corre- 
spondence.)—Another railroad revolution is 
in progress in south Georgia, only equaled 
by the development of the Georgia South- 
ern and Fiorida and the Savannah, Amer- 
icus and Montgomery railroads in the lat- 
ter "80s. . 

At that time Atlanta lost her most mag- 
nificent opportunity of reaching the sea by 
failing to push through the ‘Atlanta and 
Florida. 

Though the capitalists of Macon and of 
Americus unfortunately lost control of 
their systems, their work was. left to 
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bulld up the commercial empire which 
now exists. If the capttalists of Atlanta 
had possessed like pertinacity. we would 
now be enjoying sea communication. 


The Schemes Now on Foot. 


There are several schemes now on foot, 
by one of which it would seem that At- 
lanta will be benefited, if not by more. 
The rapid rise into importance of the 
Waycross Air-Line railroad has been em- 
phasized by the election of Captain Wil- 
iiam G. Raoul, president of the Mexican 
National road, to the presidency. The 
further fact that connected with this 
scheme are, George Dole Wadley, and sev- 
eral others of thg old Centra] railroad re- 
gime, would indicate that they propose 
to establish themselves as the head of a 
trunk system, which must have a termi- 
nal at either end as the objective point, 
and which must be something more than 
a mere feeder to other railroads. The 
little timber road which formerly connect- 
ed Nicholls, and later Wadley’s mills, with 
the trunk lines at Waycross, has been 
pushed forward to Fitzgerald, and now 
covers seventy miles of rich territory, 
has eyes upon both sea and interior, and 
it is in the final decision of this question 
that Atlanta is so vitaljy interested. A 
personal inspection made through the 
country oy President Raoyl, Superintend- 
ent Wadley, General Passenger Agent 
McFadden apd Messrs. Sam M. and Hugh 
Inman. makes it certain that the north- 
ern terminus will be pushed on to Cor- 
dele, and then, what of the future? 

If the reader will consult a map of 
Georgia for the central pine belt in Irwin, 
Coffee, Berrien, Colquitt and, Thomas 
counties, he will readily trace out some 
certainties as well as pvugsibilities. This 
territory tq the south is cut up east and 
west by the Plant system, and across the 
north is pierced from east to west by the 
old Savannah, Americus and Montgomery 
road, as we will call it for convenience. 


It is pierced from north to south on its 


eastern limits by the Central, the South- 
ern and the Georgia Southern and Flor- 
ida, the latter road well into the heart of 
the territory, There was a time when 
this whole country was looked upon as a 
sheepwalk by capitalists. They wanted 
to byild railroads to connect established 
towns having business relations, and hesi- 
tated to run lines through an unproductive 
wilderness. It was more of inspiration 
than ordinary business which moved Dr. 
Hawkins and Mr. H. C. Bagley, of Amer- 
icus, and Colonel Willis B. Sparks, of 
Macon, to enter this rich domain with 
their two roads. Thy uncovered sources 
of untold wealth, and have succeeded in 
doubling the value of that section of the 


state. 


The Rweilread Ramif ications. 


As suggested, take the map of today. 
This entire section is covered by railroads 
built into the wilderness to transport the 
products to the trunk lines. Some of 
these roads have exceeded their original 
purpose and become railroads in the full 
meaning of the term. One of these is 
the Thomasville, Tifton and Gulf railroad, 
connecting Thomasville and Tifton. At 
the latter place the Tifton and Northeast- 
ern extends to Fitzgerald. As I write 
prospectors are in the field, using this 
combined line as the backbone of a trunk 
line to be formed by a further extension 
to Augusta in the northeast, running from 
Fitzgerald to Swainesboro, where, united 
with the Swainsboro and Midville, it will 


on to Augusta. Toward the south- 
omy it will extend from Thomasville to 


St. Andrews bay, giving it a fine gulf 
port, and ior the greater part a virgin 
country rich in resources. The inspection 
of the Augusta end has been completed, 
and that from Thomasville to St. An- 
drews bay is now in progress. Fitzgerald 
eapitalists are principals in this move- 
ment, as through it they hope to be given 
valuable outlets to the world. —

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character is the Georgia Northern, owned 
by the Pidcock brothers, of Moultrie. 
This road now runs from Pidcock, in 
Thomas county, into Moultrie, and twen- 
ty miles in the direction of Albany, from 
which point it will stand temptingly open 
to Atlanta or to Columbus. By going to 
Columbus it would be forced to parallel 
another line, or sell out to it, but by 
headir~ for Atlanta it could strike for 
valuable unoccupied territory to the west 
of the Flint river. From Pidcock south 
it will probably be extended to Tallahas- 
see, where it can have a choice of water 
front in any direction. 


Captain Raoul’s Road. 

The third line, most important because 
of the progress which it has made and 
the friendliness of its managers for At- 
lanta, is the Waycross Air Line. It 
stands as the backbone of an admirable 
trunk line into the capital, which could 
be bent to the purposes of the city by 
taking a substantial interest in it. This 
road, leaving Cordele, could pasg through 
Montezuma, entering the fruit, country, 
Butler and Senoia into Atlanta. This 
whole line would be through rich agricul- 
tural territory, touching at towns anxious 
for a short cut, and could command lib- 
eral subscriptions all the way through. 
Tne goss.p as to Captain Raoul’s inten- 
tions is varied, some inclining*to the be- 
lief that he would extend to Fort Valley, 
but why? There he would fall into the 
hands o1 the Southern, and be as bad off 
as he is in Fitzgerald. The territory ex- 
ists through which he can build an inde- 
pendent line straight to the capital. This 
taken in connection with the fact that 
those connected with him have already 
secured a carter for a line from Way- 
cross to St. Mary’s would point to a grand 
trunk line from AgJanta to St. Mary’s, 
perhaps passing Atjanta to the 
west, , 
The Brunswick Road. 

Of course, in discussing this probability 
we have to take into account the Bruns- 
wick and Birmingham, which is aimed 
to cross the Plant system at Patterson, 
on to Nicholls, paralleling the Waycross 
Air-Line for some distance. The great- 
est difficulty this would suggest would be 
the choice of Brunswick or of St. Mary’s 
as the water terminal, possibly leading 
to a combination of interest at that end. 
Yet to one studyirg the situation there 
is no need for anxiety on this score. The 
day has long since passed in Geor- 
gia when a railroad could demand a fifty- 
mile exemption from’ parallel. When the 
East Tennessee extension from Atlanta to 
Chattanooga was decided upon this ques- 
tion was fully discussed, and it was 
agreed that capita] was the best judge 


‘of its own risk. The road was built, at 


points so close that the rival engineers 
can shout the time of day to each other, 
and they both pay. Neither one would 
give up business today. A ten-mile drive 
to a railway station is long enough for 
the producer who wants to make __ the 


round trip in half a day. Therefore, there 
is no danger to be apprehended from par- 
alleling railroads. Each one will build up 
its own business within a year. For these 
reasons, which aré, of course, well known 
to Captain Raoul as a veteran railroad 
man, there can be no other conclusion 
but that he proposes to own his own line 
from the one terminal to the other, and 
that it now only waits for Atlanta to join 
in with him and secure one railroad in 
which the business of the city can have 
a close interest. Colonel Machen’s scheme, 
so far from interfering, should only add 
zest to the excitement by starting out 
from Brunswick to some point in the in- 
terior, from which he could fork out to 
both Birmingham and Atlanta. If he has 
not already thought of this he would do 
well to do so now. Atlanta would wel- 
come both Captain Raouvl and Coonel 
Machen in this rival endeavor. 
Some Possible Roads. 

These three railroad movements are in 
actual progress, but there are others 
which should suggest themselves. Take 
an air line from Darien along the Alta- 
maha to Lyons, Toombsboro, Milledge- 
ville, Round Oak and into Atlanta. There

Extended to Cuthbert, Talbotton, Wood- 
bery and Sharpsburg, it could command 
Atlanta as its northern terminus, again 
tapping a country abundantly able to 
support it. To the south it would have 
a choice of gulf front. 
What Will Atlanta Do? 

Now the question remains: What will 
Atlanta do? 

There is not a merchant in the city 
today but recognizes the colossal mis- 
take committed when we permitted the 
Atlanta and Florida to come to a dead 
end in Fort Valley. Pushed on to Haw- 
kinsville, we would have had the olsen: 
gee to the sea. Once that far, the lum- 


|] ber and’ turpentine men would have 


helped it through to the ocean. Today 
Atlanta would haye been the master 
of her own destiny. 

The situation is once more such as 
can be turnéd to our advantage. Cap- 
tain Raoul is in the woods, and wants 
to get out. Colonel Machen is in the 
same condition. The Pidcocks are enter- 
prising, and ready to join hands with 
people of the same character. The Geor- 


gia Pine will either be bottled up or ex-~ 


tended if it would live. With such con- 
ditions in .raflroad circles hereabouts, 
what will Atlanta do? Active work 
right now could certainly secure one line, 
if not three, and they might as well al! 
be secured while about it. If the rail- 
road spirit could be stirred up in Atlanta 
as it is in Fitzgerald, there would not be 
&@ moment’s doubt as to the result. 

Does Atlanta want a suggestion? 

Talking with a Fitzgerald business 
leader today, he said: 

‘“‘No matter how many railroads a city 
may have, theré is only one condition 
under which it' can be: saved—the pos- 
session of water fetes.’ Garhutt Brothers 
have the money feady and the rails pur- 
chased to extend the Tifton and North- 
eastern to the Ocmulgee no matter what 
happens. This will be held in the 
interest of our business men. 
We will get more than the 
money back in reduced rates.” 

“Will you not lose it in running ex- 
penses of the road?’ 

“We may never be called upon to 
actuaHy lose it,’’ he answered. ‘The 
mere fact that we have two streaks of 
iron running to the river's edge will cause 
the other roads to give us all we want. 
A railroad manager understards a hint 
as well as any one.’”’ 

Here is one part of the suggestion. Now 
for the other. 


The Challenge from Douglas. 

In Douglas today I had a talk with 
Hion. W. W. McDcrald, mayor of the 
town. Douglas is the county site of Cof- 
fee county, and while she has at present 
a railroad, up to recently she was forty 
and sixty miles in the woods. 

“But our people made money then,” 
saii Mayor McDonald, “and they have 
got it yet. The Ocmulgee is only twenty 
miles away. Our people have already 
subscribed the cash to extend a rail line 
to the river. Colorel James, of the Wad- 
ley and Mount Vernon, has agreed to ex- 
tend to the other banks of the river when 
we will join. While this will form one 
railroad. our local possession of the mile- 
age to the river bank will entitle us to 
water rates forever. We have figured out 
the cost and find that it will ‘be the cheap- 
est investment ever made by any com- 
miunity.’’ 

' Now, if Fitzgerald can take hold of 
such a weighty matter in this business- 
like way, and if the town of Douglas is 
public-spirited enough to do the same 


thing. will Atlanta fail to accept the chal- 
‘ 


lenge? 

The man in south Georgia is looking 
up the long line of rail, wondering where 
it is leading to. He is looking around for 
a friendly hand to extend his opportuni- 
ties. His stores of naval supplies and 
lumber will be followed by his contrfbu- 
tions of long staple cotton and sugar 
cane. His lands aré rapidly rising in 
value, towns rivallingiithose of the west 
are sprisging up and everywhere the 
wealth ra ah is at work. 

The way out to market! 

That is the great question. ~The south 
Georgian is busy making his way out, 
but a little invitation might get him to 
look one way as well as the other. The 
roads are all leading somewhere, and the 
vigilant city can secure them. What these 
advantages are and what the people have 
already done will bear further discussion.

Augusta, Ga., April 8.—(Special.)—Hon. 


William H. Fleming, congressman from 


the Tenth district, believes that the sil- 
ver issue is dead. He tas not become a 
goldbug, but he believes the silver coin- 
age question ig the rock upon which dem- 
ocrats have split, and he thinks conditions 
have so changed since this became a con- 
trolling issue in the party that the time 
is ripe for setting it aside and letting 
all democrats come together upon issues 
that are now more essential. 

Congressman Fleming sets out to prove 
that while the democratic demand for 
more money and the party championship 
of the quantitative theory of money have 
both been abundantly vindicated by the 
results of the unprecedented increase in 
gold production, this meeting of the dem- 
ocratic demand for more money has ob- 
viated the necessity for silver coinage 
as the means of meeting that demand. 
He marshals a strong array of official 
figures in support of his contention and 
makes out a case that will be interesting 
not only to the democrats of Georgia, 
but to the party throughout the United 
States. Mr. Fleming says: 


The rock n which democracy split in 
twain in the last two campaigns was the free 
coinage of silver. That obstacie ought no long- 
er to impede our progress or divide our forces. 
The free silver democrats have already ob- 
tained in large measure, though from unex- 
pected sources, the substance of what they con- 
tend for. The gold democrats, as well as gold 
republicans, have seen prosperity cume to us 
co-incident with an increase, from {896 to 
1900, of 28 per cent in the circulating medium. 
despite their predictions of the direful resuits 
of ‘‘inflaticn’’ and despite their arguments to 
convince themselves and us that the country 
needed no more money. Unless present condi- 
tions undergo a radical change, the question 
of the free coinage of silver at 16 to | will not 
anh. practical, iiving issue in the next cam- 
aign. 

We silver democrats can accept and act upon 
that truth without abandoning in any degree 
the real, underlying principle on which we 
fought the battles of 1896 and 1900. That 
underlying principle was embraced in the quan- 
titative theory of money, and the free co age 
of silver was only one special applicati of 
that principle. ‘the special application’ has 
failed, but the principle has been more firmly 
established. The quantitative theory of money, 
briefly stated, means that, other conditions re- 
maining the same, general prices will rise or 
fall in proportion as the volume of money is 
increased or diminished—a corollary from that 
proposition being that falling prices induced 
by an insufficient supply of money tend to 
bring disaster upon the productive industries 
of the country, and to increase the burdens 
of the debtor class. 

We claimed, in substance, that the country 
needed an increased money circulation, and 
we demanded that this increase should be made 
through the medium of the free coinage of 
silver not as a new “heresy’’ but as an old 
practice, under the law as it stood during 
all administrations previous to 1873. Our op- 
ponents denied, in substance, that the country 
needed any more money, and branded our effort 
for an increase as an attempt at dishonest in- 
flation. Had they admitted the justice of our 
contention for an increased circulation, and 
confined their attacks to our proposed method 
of getting it through free silver coinage; an:l 
had they promised it through an increased 
production and importation of gold, as it has 
really come, they would have far greater cause 
for intellectual pride in presé¢nt results, But they 
made no such promise, The increased. supply 
of gold was, apparently, as great a surprise 
to them as to us, The logic of the situation 
affords them but little excuse-for self-congrat- 
ulation, 

Some simple but important facts to consider 
in this connection are: 

1. The world’s production of gold and sil- 
ver in 1890 was $250.785,700, while the pro- 
duction of gold alone in | was $306,584 

00. Thus the production of gold in 1899 was 
$55,799,200, more than the combined produc- 
tion of gold and silver in 1890 when our party 
differences on the metallic money question 
were first being emphasized. 

One meaning of these figures is that there 
was no justifiable reason 
ver in 1890. 

The annual gold production of the United 
States alone increased from $32,845,000 in 
1890 to $71,053,000 in 1899: or 116 per cent 
in nine years.. 

This remarkable tncrease in gold production 
in the world at large and in the United States 
was due not only to the opening of new mines, 
but to the adoption of new scientific methods 
of working mines and extracting gold from the 
ores—causes which in the natural course of 
events ought to increase rather than decrease 
in efficiency in coming years. 

2. The per capita currency circulation of <he 
United States in 1896 was $21.10, as figured 
by the treasury, while in 1900 it was $27.0/. 
Thus the per capita circulation was $5.9! vor 
28 per cent more in |900 than it was in 1896 
when the democratic convention at Chicago) 
demanded an increase and selected the free 
coinage of gilver as the medium through which 
to secure it.”

The total volume of currency, including gold, 
silver and paper money, in circulation in ‘B96. 
as figured by the treasury, was $f.506.63!.- 
026; and in 1900 it was $2,1 13,294,983. 
showing a difference of $606,663,957, or an 
increase of 40 per cent—due in some part to 
larger issues of national bank notes, 

In the light of these figures. who can deny 
that the ‘‘substance of the things hoped for’’ 
by us free silver advocates has been, in great 
measure, realized? ‘There is no wisdom in re- 
fusing or delaying recognition to proven facts. 

Equity uires that the debtor should not 
be compelled to pay money more valuable, nor 
the creditor compelled to accept money less 
valuable, as measured in general commodities 
and services, than the money in which the 
contract was made. To preserve in stable 
equilibrium as far as may be the standard of 
value for deferred payments is one of the 
highest functions of all just governments, 

When the circulation has been properly ad- 
justed to the business needs of a country noth- 
ing should thereafter be added to debts, nor 
subtracted from credits by mere legislative 
enactment for counteracting or inflating the 
money volume. 

If a commission of wise men were appointed 
to fix upon a fair and just amount for our per 
capita circulation, a standard for us to en- 
deavor to preserve, it is doughtful if, with 
our increasing facilities for the use of checks, 
they would place the figures very much above

court will exalt itself in the eyes of the na- 
tion and of the world by declaring that the 
American constitution cannot be disjoined from 
American sovereignty. * * * 

The two chief dangers that threaten our gov- 
ernment are the tendencies to class—imperial- 
ism on the one hand and to ultra-socialism on 
the other, The constitution is our bulwark 
against both these dangers in their extreme 
manifestations, though easily adjusting itself 
to every wise demand for vigor in the govern- 
ment or protection to the citizen. True dem- 
ocrats are not extremists; they are conser- 
vative progressionists. 

Now that the silver question is no longer 
present to divide us we may look with hope to 
democratic victory, unless, perchance, it shall 
be forestalled by republican acceptance of 
some of our cherished doctrines—a consumma- 
tion which is, in itself, a moral victory with 
substantial results. Already the chairman cf 
the republican congressional compaign com- 
mittee has declared in favor of removing the 
tariff protection from such trust-controlled pro- 
ducts as steel, tinplate and window glass. 
some of which are being sold in foreign lands 
cheaper than to the home consumers by whose 
taxes they have been nourished into such 
plethoric pr®portions. 

Evidently the astute chairman is not deceived 
by the prevalent boasting’ over the so-called 
‘‘republican landslide’’ in the last presidential 
election. The republican vote in the electoral 
college did show a large majority, but the pop- 
ular majority at the polls was only 
cent of the total vote—a margin too small to 
dismay a re-united .demoeracy, battling for the 
true welfare and glory of the country,

Yesterday. 

Austin, Tex., April 8.—(Special.)—Both 
houses of the legislature today adopted 
the free conference committee report on 
the general appropriation bill for the next

He called attention to the fact 
that the senate had passed a bill con- 
cerning this fact, and he asked the house 
to pass over everything else, that it 
might become effective at once. His re- 
quest was granted and the bill passed 
finally, 

A bill was passed finally appropriating 
$12,000 for war claims of Texas merchants, 
incurred by the mobilization of state 
troops for the Spanish war. 

A resolution was introduced in the 
house setting forth that whereas the 
democratic party demand a law prohib- 
iting the use of money for the purpose 
of polluting politics at elections; whereas 
the Texas legislature had refused to. pass 
any such law at this session, that the 
governor be asked to include the same in 
his call for a special session.

COCAINE ORDINANCE IS UP 


Council Committee Will Discuss Pro- 
posed Legislation This Afternoon. 


k O'CLOCK THE MEETING HOUR 


New Ordinance Was Introduced by 
Councilman Reed—Mayor Strong- 
ly Advocates Its Passage. 


A meeting of:the committee on or- 
dinances and legislation of the general 
council] has been ‘called by Chairman 
Kontz for this afternoon at 3 o’clock at 
the city hall. 

A numbcr of ordinances will be consid- 
ered at the meeting, but the most im- 
portant one wili probably be the cocaine 
crdinance introduced at the last meeting 
of council by Councilman Reed. This ordi- 
rance is a very.clear one, and provides 
penalties for its violations. Its full text 


is as follows: 


Ar crdinance regulating the sale of cocaine. 

Be it ordained by the mayor and general 
council of the city ‘of Atlanta that from and 
after the passage of this ordinance— 

Section |. It shail be unlawful for any per- 
son, firm or corporation to sell, barter, or give 
away to any person known to be addicted to 
the ‘‘cocuine habit,’’ and drug, combination of 
drugs formed in whole or in part of cocaine, 
or other extracts. or preparations of cuca or 
coca leaves, without the prescription of a reg- 
istered physician. Any person shall be destined 
to have the ‘‘cocaine habit’’ who offers to buy 
cocaine or cuca or coca leaves, or any prepa- 
ration or extract therefrom more than onc in 
the same day, or as often as once a day for 
two days in succession, or who has a habit 
of constatly using any or said preparations. 

Sec. 2. It shall be unlawful tor any person, 
firm or corporation io sell, barter or give away 
cocaine, ctica cr coca leaves, or any extract 
or pr-paration therefrom to minors, without 
the prescription of registered physican. 

Sec. It shall be unlawful for any person, 
firm or corporation to sell, barter or give 
away, except upon the prescription of a regis- 
te physician, cocaine, cuc@® or coca leayes, 
or any preparation or extract therefrom, with- 
out making, or having printed upon the bottle 
or package in which furnished the words ‘‘co- 
=. in red letters, with the word ‘‘poison’’ 

neath, and stating thereon amount furnished, 
the price thereof, date on which furnished, 
and name of person furnishing same, and keep- 
ing a book in which shall be entered a ccpy 
of these entries, which shall be open to the 
inspection of the police of the city on de- 
mand. But when so gold it shall be further 
unlawful to sell to or for the same person, 
any of the above preparations further than 
once in the same day, or upon two days in 
succession. 

Sec. 4. It shall be unlawful for any person, 
a or corporation to open or maintain any 

oom, hovse, or place of any description for 
the “sniffing’’ or taking in any form of co- 
caine, coca leaves or any preparation or --- 
tract therefrom, or for any person to frequent 
or become an inmate of such places, or to be 
connected therewith as agent, clerk or man- 
ager of such places, or permit or to suffer 
such places to be opened or maintained upon 
any lot, or within any house owned, held, or 
controlled by them as agent, lessee or owner, 
or otherwise. 

Sec. 5. Any person, firm or corporation vio- 
lating this ordinance, or any of the provisions 
thereof, within the city of Atlanta, shall be 
summoned before the recorder’s court, and on 
conviction fined not exceeding $500, or im- 
8 genre not oe thirty days, one or 

th penalties to be inflicted in the discre- 
tion of the recorder.

Supreme Court Grants Georgi 
Towns No ‘Relief 


ATLANTA RATES INVOLVED 


Marietta, Cartersville and Other 
Towns Want Long and Short 
Haul Clause Enforced—Two 
Cases Against Steam- 
ship Company. 


Washington, April 8.—In the United 
States supreme court today an opiaion 
was handed down by Justice White in 
various cases involving the long and 
short haul clause of the interstate com- 
merce law. 

The principal opinion was rendered in 
the case of the East Tennessee, 
Virginia and Georgia Railroad Com- 
reny, and the charge was 10 
the effect that a lower rate was 
charged on freight carricd to Nashville 
than was charged on freight to Chatta- 
hooga, the listance to the first point be- 
ing greater than to the latter. The de- 
c'sions of the interstate commerce com- 
mission, the circuit court and the circuit 
court of appeals were all antagonistic to 
the railrcad company, though on differ- 
ent grounds. The opinion handed down 
today reversed all these decisions and 
was in favor of the railroad company, 
though without prejudice. The decisions 
in the other similar cases were Jn the 
same lines. 

State Road Involved. 

Two other cases decided were proceed: 
ings against the Clyde Steamship Com- 
pany, while the fourth was against the 
Western and Atlantic Railroad Company. 
In the latter case the charge of discrim- 
inetion was mode with reference to the 
rates from Cincinnati to Atlanta as 
e@gainst other places on the line of the 
road between the two points, including 
Marietta, Cartersville, Kingston, Adairs- 
ville and Calhoun. In one of the Clyde 
ceses rates on the Georgia railroad are 
involved, and in the other case rates on 
the West Point and Western Railroad of 
Alabama. 

In his opinion in the East Tennessee 
cage Justice White said that the decision 
of the circuit court was not in accord 
with the finding of facts by the commis- 
sicn. The decision of the supreme court 
was “the decree of the circuit court of 
appeals should be reversed with costs 
and the case remanded to the circuit 
court with instructions to set aside its 
decree adjudging that the order of the 
commission be enforced and to dismiss 
the application made for that purpose, 
with costs; the whole to be without 
rrejudice to the right of the commission 
to proceed upon the evidence already in- 
troduced before it upon seuth further 
plezdings and evidence as it may allow 
to be mrYade or introduced, to hear and 
determine the matter in controversy ac- 
cording to law.” 

Clyde Steamship Cases. 

In the cases of the Clyde Steamship 
Company, the decrees of the circuit 
court of appeals and of the circuit court 
were modified by providing that ‘‘the dis- 
missal of the bills shall be without 
prejudice te the right of the interstate 
commerce commission, if it so elects, to 
make an original investigation of the 
questions contained in the records per- 
tinent to the complaints presented to the 
body.’’ As so modified the decrees were 
affirmed. 

The East Tennessee railroad case came 
from the circuit court of appeals to the 
supreme court and was first hear§ in the 
circuit court for the eastern.district of 
Tennessee. The other cases were all first 
heard in the circuit court for the north- 
ern district of Georgia and came through 
the circuit court of appeals for the fifth 
circult to the supreme court. 

He Wants Mere Lieutenants. 

Washington, April 8.—Representative 
Gibson, of Tennessee, asked the presi- 
dent today for some additional army 
appointments. One of the arguments he 
used to show that his district was enti- 
tled to more Heutenants was the produc- 
tion of “gures showing that the enlist- 
ments at Knoxville in February were 
larver than at any city in the United 
States except New York. 

St. Louls Commissioners Called. 

Washington, April 8.—Secretary Hay 
has issued a call for thé first meeting 
of the government's commissioners of 
the Louisiana purchase exposition at the 
Southern hotel, St. Louis, on April 23d. 

Mayflower To Carry Allen. 

Washington, April 8.—It is probable 
that Governor Allen will go back to 
Porto Rico aboard the Mayflower. It 
was the intention of the navy depart- 
ment to put this vessel out of commis- 
sion for a thorough overhauling, but it 
is realized that the governor must have 
a suitable skip at San Juan and the 


Mayfiower is best suited for the services 
desired. 


FIGHTING FOR PRIZE MONEY. 


Many Claims Grow Out of Capture 
of the Panama. 
Washington, April 8.—In the United 
States supreme court today motions were 
filed for leave to take additional testi- 
mony in the case involving the prize 
money due on account of the capture of 
the Panama during the Spanish war. 
The district court for the southern dis- 
trict of Florida decided that the entire 
award in the case should go to the of- 
ficers and crew of the Mangrove. The 
present proceeding is one in behalf of 
the officers and crews of the New York, 
Indiana and Wilmington, who claim to 

be entitled to a share of the award.

It is intimated by La Lucha that the 
delegates are afraid of pwblic opinion, 
such as would likely to result from de- 
cisive action on the amendment. 

An effort is being made to bring out 
the conservative element at the coming 
municipal elections. With this end in 
view several changes have been made in 
the election law. A new registration will 
be held throughout the island,’ beginning 
April 19th and ending May 12th. It is 
provided that representatives of the three 
‘parties shall compose the registration 
boards and there will be new municipal 
Weards of canvassers of nine members, 
three chosen from each party. 

The majority will have a representa- 
tion of one-third in the ayuntamientes. 
The ccrrectional judges will not be elect- 
ed as formerly. but will be appointed by 
the military’ governor. All protests and 
appeals in election cases will be decided 
by the audiencia, instead of by a com- 
mission. The national party has unani- 
mously indorsed Senor Gener for mayor 
of Havana and elected the opposition 
candidate for the mayoralty, Senor Za- 
yas. as president of the party. It is said 
that Senor Zayas will now not oppose 
Senor Gener’s election by the ayunta- 
miente, but will oppose him dn the coming 
elections.

‘9 That permission is also granted te the 
Atlenta Railway and Power Company to put 
in curves and branch-offs at the terminus of 
their three lines which converge at the en- 
trance of Augusta avenue to Grant park, and 
to put in curves and branch-offs at the inter- 
section of Grant street and Georgia avenue. 

“3, That permission is also granted to said 
Atlanta Railway and Power Company to put in 
a switch at the junction of Euclid avenue 
and Lake avenue, and to put in a switch at a 
point on Euclid avenue about three hundred 
feet west of Moreland avenue, 

4. Be it further resolved by the “authority 
cforesaid, that the grant cf this permission to 
said compan to improve its lines at the 
points named, for the public convenience, 
shall not subject said ccmpany to the opera- 
tion of the general ordinance of August 22,

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CUT DOWN COTTON ACREAGE 


Commissioner Gtevens’s Advice in 
His Monthly Talk. 


THE VALUE OF GEORGIA’S HAY 


Analyses of Wheat by Government 
Chemist Show Up Well for 
Georgia Grain. 


In his monthly talk for April to the 
farmers Commissioner O. B. Stevens, of 
the department of agriculture, lays stress 
upon the importance of keeping the cot- 
ton acreage within proper bounds, advice 
which the farmers must heed if they ex- 
pect to get high prices for their staple 
next year. At the outset Mr. Stevens 


S'S? 

“ie season of 1899 and 1900 was the 
best that the farmers of Georgia have 
known in many years. The cause of this 
prosperity is known to all. A large per- 
centage of all supplies were raised at 
home and the comparatively short crop 
of cotton brought good prices. The United 
States statistician estimates the crops of 
Georgia for 1900 as follows: Corn, 34,119,530 
bushels: wheat, 5,011,133 bushels: oats, 
7.010.040 bushels; and hay, 190,237 tons. The 
cotton crop was something over 1,200,000 
bales. The average prices for these crops 
were: Corn, 57 cents a bushel: wheat, 95 
cents: oats, 49 cents, and hay, $12.75 a ton. 
The average price for the cotton was 9 
cents a pound: but this does not include 
the good profit made on cotton seed. It is 
sincerely to be hoped that the acreage of 
cotton will not be increased, and that 
those who seek to run down the price of 
our great staple will be foiled in their at- 
tempt. With a cotton crop not larger 
than that of last year, and with good sea- 
sons and a full crop of corn and the small 
grains. the prosperity which a year ago 
began to dawn upon the agriculturists of 
Georgia will mount still higher toward 
the zenith.”’ 

An interesting feature dealt with is the 
hav crop of Georgia. on which the com- 
missioner says: 

“One of the most gratifying signs of 
agricultural progress in Georgia is the 
fact that the 69,769 tons of hay harvested 
in 1890 had increased to 190,237 tons in 1900, 
valued at $12.75 a ton, or $2,425,521.75 for 
the entire crop. This gives promise of 
more and better breeds of both dairy and 
beef cattle. There is no reason why Géeor- 
gia should not raise just as good beef, 
and have just as rich milk and cream and 
as delicious butter as are furnished by 
the great grass growing states of the 
west and northwest. We have lands on 
which alfalfa. Timothy. clover and even 
blue grass respond to the farmer’s labors 
with abundant harvests. At the same 
time there is no more nutritious food for 
cattle than that furnished by our own na- 
tive grasses, crowfoot, crab and Bermuda, 
and that marvelous restorer of exhausted 
soils, the peavine.”’ 

One of the most interesting features of 
the monthly: bulletin is a letter by State 
Chemist McCandless, in which he repeats 
the results of his analyses of Georgia 
wheats and with them pregents a table of 
analyses made by Dr. H. W. Wiley. of 
the United States agricultural depart- 
ment. Both of these analyses, as Dy 
Wiley admits in a letter to Dr. McCand- 
less, go to disprove the statement issued 
by the department at Washington to the 
effect that “the poorest wheats ate grown 
in the southern states.’’ Dr. Wiley writes 
that the samples of wheats sent him by 
Dr. McCandless certainly make it neces- 
sary to modify that statement with re- 
gard to'some localities in the south. Dr. 
Wiley’s analyses bore out the results at- 
tained by Dr. McCandless al]. through,

main, spiritual and whose ordination 
apart from any earthly laying on of 
hands is accomplished by unseen 
agents who aroint them. with the oil 
of heavenly consecration. 

On such subjects as this we speak 
with the reluctance which properly be- 
comeés the laity, but it seems to us that’ 
to require candidates for the ministry 
to stand the physical test is something 
of an interference with the plans of 
the ae.

China’s esis To Protest. 


Civilization may well blush for the 
Outrages which have been committed 
upon defenseless women in China by 
the allies now quartered in the neigh- 
borhood of Pekin. If reports are to be 
accepted, hundreds of Chinese women 
have been driven to suicide on account 
of the bruta] and shameless manner )n 
which ‘they have been dishonored by 
the soldiers. No complaint can he 
made of the boxers while such cond)- 


tions exist. 


We arse giad to know that the Ameri- 
can seldiers have been acquitted of 
any participation in the crimes which 
have been reported from the orient. 
English and German troops are like- 
wise exonerated. So it appears that 
the bulk of the outrages are laid at the 
door of the French and Russian sol- 
diers, who are charged with acting the 
part of barbarians and savages in the 
treatment of helpless females. 

Nothing illustrates the depravity of 
human nature more, pitiably than 


upon the weak, and,the fact that the 
victims are Chinese*women niakes the 
offense greater rather than less. Such 
outrages are revolting in themselves. 
and they ill comport with the ideals of 
civilization and Christianity which 
western nations are seeking to intro- 
duce in China. China lacks much of 
the enlightenment which western na- 
tions enjoy, but in the ethics of Con- 
fucius and Mohammed there is noth- 
ing which justifies or tolerates such 
treatment of women. Purity and vir- 
tue are prized as jewels of woman- 
hood no less in China than in America. 
and if Chinese women are to be out- 
raged by foreigners no one can blame 
the natives of China for preferring 
their own religious systems and their 
own effete civilization to any which 
the foreigners can give them. Lan- 
guage too strong or emphatic cannot 
be used in condemning .the crimes 
which the soldiers have committed in 
China, 

France and Russia should lose no 
time in dealing with the offenders who 
have wrought such havoc in China. 
and other countries should take such 
steps as are calculated to prevent the 
possibility of similar occurrences. To 
bring the horrors of the situation home 
to ourselves, we need only to exercise 
our imagination.

The rock upon which the Botha- 

Kitchener peace negotiations were 
wrecked was Botha’s denmiand that 
complete amnesty be granted those cit- 
izens of the British colonies who joined 
with the Boers of the two republics 
in the war against the British. 
. Botha raised practically no objec- 
tions to other conditions of the Brit- 
ish commander. True he demanded con- 
tinued independence for the Orafige 
Free State and the South African Re- 
public, but that demand could have 
been nothing more than mere form; he 
could hardly have thought it possible 
that the British, after formally de- 
claring the annexation of these repub- 
lies and their conversion into depen- 
dencies, would consider for a moment 
the restoration of their independence, 
and they will not. 

Outside of these two items, the Boers 
themselves must agree that the British 
terms were most liberal. Their lead- 
ers must know, if the masses of their 
followers.do not, that there has never 
been a chance of King Edward's gov- 
ernment granting the independence of 
the republics. To do that would mean 
to give away the whole British conten- 
tion. They went into this war for the 
sole purpose—no matter how they may 
try to disguise it—of making British 
domination of South Africa complete 
by wiping out the only two indepen- 
dent states in that region. When, 
therefore, the Boers were unable to 
get so much as a word in their favor 
from this government and the powers 
of Europe, the chance for independence 
was en and the suggestion might 
just as well have been eliminated from 
Genera] Botha’s proposals. 

There remains, then, only the prob-

son. They not only went into the Boer 
armies themselves, they did everything 
they could to force their fellow citizens 
to join with them. In some cases they 
seem to have gone to the extreme Of 
persecuting those who saw fit to re- 
main neutral. To quote from The Lon- 
don Daily Telegraph’s analysis of the 
position of these men: 

What is the offense of these rebels, 
and what is the punishment meted out 
to them by the Cape Treason act? Their 
offense is one of the most heinous known 
to jurists; it is that of wanton and un- 
provoked rebellion against a government 
under which they enjoyed every privilege 
possessed by men of British birth; that 
they were more active than the burghers 
of the Transvaal and Orange Free State 
in insulting and pillaging those of theif 
fellow-subjects who remained true to their 
allegiance; that they greedily accepted 
every position of authoriiy offered to 
them in the exercise of which they could 
injure and annoy the loyalists; and that 
they were more instant than others in 
urging the continuance of the war after 
the Transvaal and the Orange Free State 
were annexed to the empire. “They were 
doubly rebels, and, as such, were entitled 
to ho mercy. 

Lord Kitchener’s proposal with re- 
gard to these men was in this lan- 
guage: 

British subtect’ of Cape Colony or 
Natal, though they will not be combelied 
to return to these colonies, will, if they 
do so, be liable to be dealt with under 
the laws of those colonies specifically 
passed to meet the circumstances arising 
out of the present war, and which great- 
ly mitigate the ordinary penalties of re- 
bellion. 

What are the penalties of these “spe- 
cifically paesed” acts? Ringleaders, 
tried and found guilty, to be punished 
with fine and imprisonment and dis- 
franchisement for life, the rank and 
file to escape with disfranchisement for 
five years. 

Undoubtedly from the British stand- 
point this seems extremely liberal. It 
is argued that to let these citizens of 
the British colonies off with no punish- 
ment at all would be to put a premium 
on rebellion. As The Daily Telegraph 
says: ‘Our own Corrupt Practices Act 
(that bearing upon election methods) 
ig more severe to the too zealous can- 
vasser who supplements his legitimate 
blandishments with the proffer of a 
pot of beer,”’ and that is true. As the 
leader of his people, General Botha 
must consider the fact that the British 
empire is not a republic. He must not 
permit himself to be deceived into the 
belief that King Edward has any in- 
tention of granting such general am- 
nesty as will let his Cape Town and 


Natal subjects: who have been fighting } 


his troops go unpunished. Botha must 
get for them the best possible terms, 
but it is doubtful whether he can get 
any better terms than Kitchener of- 
fered if he keeps up his fight for sev- 
eral years to come, 

» What Kitchener offered was an am- 
nesty in the Transvaal and Orange 
‘River colonies for all bona fide acts of 
war; to transport back to their respec- 
tive countries all prisoners of war now 
at Ceylon, St. Helena and elsewhere; 
to replace military by civil administra- 
tion at the earliest practicable date, 
and as soon as circumstances will per- 
mit to introduce a representative ele- 
ment, and ultimately to concede to the 
new colonies the privileges of self- 
government; church property, public 
trusts and orphans’ funds to be respect- 
ed; both Dutch and English languages 
to be taught in the schools and allowed 
in the courts of law; to set aside a sum 
not exceeding one million pounds ster- 
ling to repay inhabitants of the Trans- 
vaal and Orange River colonies for 
goods requisitioned from them by the 
late republican governments; to take 
into immediate consideration the possi- 
bility of assisting by loans the farmers 
who take the oath of allegiance to re- 
pair injurjes sustained by the war, and 
to imposé no special war tax upon 
farmers to defray the expenses of the 
war, ang that the franchise should not 
be given the blacks before representa- 
tive government is granted, and if then 
given “‘it shall be so limited as to se- 
cure the just predominance of the 
white races.” 

No matter how gallant a fight they 
may be able to keep up, it is extreme- 
ly doubtful whether Botha and his as- 
sociates will ever be able to get better 
terms—if, indeed, they can get as good.

They hang about the billiard rooms, 
the bars and the lobbies and how they 
manage to Hve is beyond my rage corte 
sion.. I have watched some of them for 
years and there are certain faces that are 
as familiar about this hotel as the faces 
of the help Of course it ig a hard mat- 
ter for the police to get,only the right 
ones. but with a little watching and in- 
vestigation there are a great many cf 
them that could be made to get to work 
or get out of town.”’ 

The men at the various news stands 
have an excellent chance to tell who the 
professional loafers are and all of the 
news dealers know them by sight. One 
of the Atlanta news dealers in speaking 
of the white loafers said: 

‘These fellows who make a business of 
loafing are the most literary set you ever 
saw. I have seen certain loafers stand 
here reading for aS much as two and 
three hours at a time. It is the rarest 
thing that any of them ever buy a pen- 
ny’s worth of anything, and I hope that 
the crusade after the loafers will keep on 
growing until some of the whites as well 
as the colored idlers are made to clear 
out.

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THE COUNCIL OF HAVANA 


Havana, April 6—The citizens of Ha- 
vana have just been given a practical 
lesson in the science of self-government 
by General ‘Wood. 

A political deal had been made by which 
General Alejandro Rodrigues, the mayor 
of Havana, was to be made chief of the 
rural guard, the country police, and he 
was to be ons in the werey by 
Senor Miguel Gener, secretary of justice 
in the military governor’s cabinet. Gen- 
eral Wood had, however, failed to reckon 
with the members of the city council, 
whose votes -elect the mayor in case of 
a vacancy in the office during the reg- 
ular term. The councilmen, to the intense 
surprise and disgust of General Wood, 
insisted upon voting as they pleased, and 
elected Senor Alfredo Zayas, instead of 


General Wood's candidave. 


This condition of affairg was, of course, 
not to be borne by the military governor, 
and when the committee from the city 
council] called upon the general to notify 
him of the result of the election, they 
were informed that the resignation of 
General Rodriguez had not been accepted 
yet, and consequently the election just 
held was illegal, as no vacancy existed. 

The committee retired much impressed 
with. the lesson in practical politics 
which they had received and doubtless 
wondering what rights they had in the 
matter anyway. 


Rumors of pirates along the coasts of 
Cuba reach Havana occasionally. Cap- 
tain Willis C. Metcalf, formerly connected 
with the police department of Havana, 
who is in the customs service, is doing 
good work in capturing and convicting 
the pirates. These criminals are not the 
interesting marauders who, with slashed 
doublets and jeweled turbans, sailed the 
Spanish main, and carried al] their pret- 
ty female prisoners away to their island 
lairs, and made all the ugly old maids 
captured walk the plank. The Cuban pi- 
rates are of a different brand, and are 
not at all interesting from an artistic 
point of view. They do not even 
have black flags with skull and cross- 
bones flying at the peak. They are plain, 
ordinary thieves and the sight of one of

Blise’s customs service makes them run 
away as fast as they can. 


If the plans of the engineer department 
are carried out Havana will soon be one 
of the most beautiful cities in the world. 
A series of parks will be constructed that 
are expected to be marvels of the land- 
scape gardener’s art. Already the Campo 
de Martes, the large park near the cen- 
ter of the city, has been iaid out with’ 
gratifying results. The tropical foliage 
and the even, well-kept sod, make the 
spot seem like a bit of fairyland, and the 
wide, shady walks, the fountains and 
the statues, gleaming white against a 
background of rieh green; form pictures 
grateful to the eye. The Quinta de los 
Molinos, formerly the.summer residence 
of the Spanish captain general and one 
of the most beautiful spots in Havana, 
will be made into a public park, and all 
public land around Atares and Principe 
castles will be also laid out:tn parks. Be- 
side the parks it is intended to build a 
sea wall and boulevard along the water 
front at a cost of half a million dollars 
that will be one of the finest drives in 
the world. Plans have already been 
drawn for the sea wall, and only await 
the reorganization. of the city’s finances 
to be carried into effect.

The Cubans are beginning to resent the 
constant iteration and reiteration that 
comes from American administration cir- 
cles to the effect that these people are 
unfit for self-government. In a recent 
number of La Marina Cubana, a paper 
published by General Jose Lacret Morilot, 
one of the representative men of the is- 
land, ig an afticle couched in bitter terms 
on the subject. Among other things Gen- 
era@i Lacret writes: “The president of 
the United States says, and with him his 
government and his partisans, who ap- 
parently know as much about Cuba as did 
the Spahish politicians, many of whom 
believed that Havana was Cuba, or that 
Cuba was Havana, and some of them 
even imagiried that the Cubans dressed 
in skins and wore feathers on their heads, 
that we Cubans need to be educated, 
in -order that the government may be 
turned over to us. That is to say, that 
our doctors and professors are ignoram- 
uses, and that there are none here who 
have read, or traveled, or who have re- 
ceived the netessary instructton to enable 
them, with administrative and economic 
science and the perfect knowledge of our 
idiosyncracies, to produce or select from 
the laws and constitutions of qther coun. 
tries those best adapted to our own con- 
ditions of climate and surroundings, in- 
cluding those of local character, with the 
best measures for modifying the defects 
which exist. 

“And one of the mest powerful reasons 
alleged for the necessity of instructing 
us is that a certain percentage of our 
people, who cannot read and write, lik¢ 
in all countries of the world, where the 
majority possess these advantages super- 
ficially, would be guided by men of su- 
perior conditions, noted for their attain- 
ments and characters as leaders, notwith- 
standing that in every people there exists 
an intuitive principle ofdignity and self 
respect that limits, af*’a certain point, 
their docility toward those who afe con- 
stituted their directors in public opinion. 
And granted the necessity which they say 
exists of instructing us, they have 
plagued this island with the invasion of 
greedy office seekers, who, not as em- 
employes. of the government that prides 
itself ag being at the head of civilization, 
but as agents of the manager of a mercan 
tile enterprise—which is the character 
that the Cuban question has assumed— 
they come here to exploit the island, and 
to try to prepare the way for annexa- 
tion to the United States or submission to 
a protectorate, until it seems as though 
they were trying to create ag little sym- 
pathy as possible for the American inter. 
vention in the minds of all Cubans who 
have not lost their sense of personal dig- 
nity and nationa)] decorum.’”’ 


The question of currency is being dis- 
cussed by the business community. At 
presént there are several different kinds 
of money in circulation, and much incon- 
venience ig the result. There is, in the 
first place, American money, gold, silver 
and paper; then comes Spanish gold, 
then Spanish silver, and last, French 
gold. Each class of these moneys has a 
different exchange value, and every large 
transaction must take into consideration 
the exchange. All payments by the gov- 
ernment are, of course, made in Amert- 
can money, and it forms a large part of 
the volume of the currency itn the island. 
Many people are beginning to discuss the 
advisability of declaring American mon- 
ey the standard money of the country, 
and an organized movement to that end 


may take place soon.

AT THE STATE CAPITOL 


Judge C. C. Kibbee; of Macon, was in 
the city yesterday and while here called 
on the governor and filed his formal ap- 
plication’ for the position of state li- 
brarian. His application was accompanied 
by a large number of indorsements. It is 
understood that Judge N. I. Hutchins, 
of Lawrenceville, who is also a candidate 
for the appointment. filed his application 
and indorsements several weeks ago. 
Among the other candidates for the posi- 
tion who recently called on the governor 
is Colonel George M, Napier, of Monroe, 
judge advocate general of the state mi- 
litia.

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Quiet Investigation Shows That the Great Majority 
of Them Have Not Taken Extreme Position 
and Will Remain in Democratic Ranks. 


In spite of the resolutions passed at 
the recent state Baptist convention at 
Valdosta, and the attitude of some of 
the most prominent divines who attend- 
ed that convention, it may be stated on 
g004 authority that few of the Baptists 
of Georgia will desert the democratic 
party even in the interests of prohibition. 

Since the convention was held one ‘or 
two prominent Georgians who have taken 
part in politics have made a quiet can- 
vass @mong some of the Baptist minis- 
ters of the state and among othéts who 
were delegates to the convention, and

The contest in the Missouri legislature 
over the alum baking powders has been 
watched with great interest, by both the 
consumers of bakifig@ Powders and the 
manufacturers of the alum brands, in 
every section of the country.

The clap-trap about this bill being op- 
posed by a so-called trust engaged in 
manufacturing baking powders without 
the use of alum, scarcely deserves to be 
noticed. It should not matter, if it were 
true. Even if some trusts should per- 
chance declare that poison is a bad thing 
in human food, should we therefore begin 
at once to feed poison to the people? 
That would be carrying trust opposition 
to the point of criminal stupidity. 

A Large Alum Powder Corruption 
Fund. 

That there is a rich and powerful asso- 
ciation or trust interested in the manu- 
facture and sale of alum’ baking powders, 
does not admit of doubt, and that that 
trust has been back of this movement to 
repeal this law is almost equally certain. 
This alum trust or association ig made up 
of sixty-seven alum baking powder man- 
ufacturing companies and two great 
chemical companies (the two New Jersey 
corporations above mentioned as engaged 
in making alum). The members of this 
association contribute annually to a legis- 
lative fund, to be expended in preventing 
pure food legislation which has for its 
object the prohibiting of the use of alum 
as a food adulterant, and it is belleved 
that not less than $100,080 ‘are annually 
expended in that direction.

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So Think Members of the Board of 
Health. 
MEETING HELD YESTERDAY 


Board To Communicate Views to the 
Board of Aldermen. 


THAT BODY TO ACT ON ORDINANCE 


Health Board Believes That the 
Creation of Office Would Be 


During an executive session of the 
board of health yesterday afternoon, heid 
in the mayor’s office. a committee, con- 
sisting of Dr. W. C, Jarnagin, president, 
and Dr. EB. H. Richardson, secretary of 
the board. was appointed to prepare @ 
communication expressing to the alder- 
manic board the views of the members of 
the board of health concerning the health 
officer ordinance. 

she members of the board are agreed 
that the permanent position of city heaith 
officer ds unnecessary and would prove 
but an additional expense to the city gOv- 
ernment. In taking that position tha 
board does not desire to be considered in 
the attitude of being disrespectful or an7 
tagonistic to the city council. 

The ordinance creating the position of 
city health officer is now in the hands of 
the aldermanic board. Action on tr 
measure will be taken at the next regular 
meeting of that body, which takes placo 
in two weeks. 

The ordinance was held. up on account 
of several amendments which Alderman 
Pierce proposed last Thursday when the 
matter came up for consideration by the 
board of aldermen. If \.the board con- 
cludes to have a health officer it Js highly 
probable that the health board will not 
object to the measure if it passes with 
one of the Pierce amendments. 

One of these amendments provides that 
the health officer shall be elected or ap- 
pointed by the, board of health and that 
the board shall have complete supervision 
of that officer. This same amendment 
also provides that the duties of the health 
officer shall be prescribed by a committee 
of eight. composed of two members from 
the board of health, two from the board 
of education. two from the council com- 
mittee on hospital and charities and two 
physicians from the city at large. 

But first and foremost the board has not 
yet Meen convinced. that a permanent 
health officer is a necessity. Rather is the 
board of the opinion that it should be al- 
towed to employ a physician in case of 
emergency. whose duty it would be to 
look after certain classes of disease. This 
physician would not be a member of the 
health hoard. 

Drs. Jarnagin and Richardson are ex- 
pected to prepare the communication for 
the aldermanic board in the course of the 
next few days. The resolution calling for 
the appointment of a committee to 
look after this matter . was iin- 
troduced by Dr. ichardson. This de- 
cision was reached after the whole matter 
had been thoroughly discuSsed during the 
meeting yesterday. The board was in 
session for more than an hour and As- 
sistant Citv Attorney Hill was present 
during that time. 


LAND CASE NON'SUITED. 


Judge Lumpkin Disposes of Suit In- 
volving 450 Acres in 
East Point. 

The case of E. 8. McCandless, adminis- 
trator for the Broad estate, and Colonel 
A. EB. Buck against Morris J. Conley and 
James Banks, administrator for John 
Conley, was non-suited yesterday after- 
noon by Judge Lumpkin In the superior 
court. It. is announced that the case will 
be appealed to the supreme court. 

The trial of the case’ was begun last 
week in the superior court. It has been 
in litigation since June, 1883. 

The two plaintiffs were endeavoring to 
have 450 acres -f land in East Point sold 
to satisfy two judgments against the 
estate of John Conley. It was alleged 
that the property was transferred to Mor- 
ris Conley by his brother, John Conley, 
in order to prevent the paygment of the 
judgments.

The Southern Cattle and Improvement” 


Company, composed of a number of west- 
ern capitalists. has purchased 51,000 acres 
of land in Clinch county, near Dupont, 
one of the richest sections of southern 
Georgia. 

This company, according to the secre- 
tary and attorney, George J. Munroe, of 
Joliet, Ill.. has options on 117,000 acres 
more in the same section and will prob- 
ably very soon make large additional 
Purchases. 

The principal industries to which this 
company will devote its attention are 
cane and cattle. The work to this end 
has already begun and by July Ist, it is 
stated, the first sugar refinery {n Georgia 
will be completed and ready for opera- 
tion, either at Homerville or at Dupont, 
both of which places are in Clinch county. 

The company. Mr. Munroe says, has al- 
ready planted 100 acrés in sugar cane, 


and will use this and whatever cane can 


be procured from othér planters in‘ that 
section in operating the refinery the first 
year. The plant will be a small one at 
the start. but its capacity will be in- 
creased as sugar growing is developed in 
that section. 

Benjamin F. Nysewander, of Indianapo- 
lis, Ind., president of the company, and 
George J. Munroe, secretary and attorney, 
called at the agricultural department 
yesterday morning to secure certain in- 
formation relating to the land in that 
section of the state. and they explained 
the details of their plans to Assistant 
Commissioner Wright. They secured the 
land. they said, at $1 to $2 an acre, such 
land as would cost in Illinoig and other 
sections of the west from $50 to $100 an 


To Get Value Out of Land. 

The vlan of the company is to get all of 
the value out of the land that there is in 
it. In the first place much of it is timber 
Jland. and thev will deal with that fea- 
ture first. It is their intention to cut off 
all the timber, utilizing every bit of it. 
making fire wood out of that which usual- 
ly Koes to waste. Then they intend to put 
@ stump machine to work and clear the 
land thoroughly. It will be put in the 
best possible agricultural condition and 
cane planting on a large scale will then 
begin. 


While the company will not confine 


~ Itself exclusively to cane, that will be the 


Chief agricultural product handled, and 
as the output increases the s 
will be enlarged. Long staplé cotton will 
be another important product handled. 
and in addition to that the necessary 
stock feed to carry on that branchvof the 
industry. 

The best class of breeding cattle for 
beef will be secured and the cattle ranch 
will probably be well under way by fall. 

“That is a great country down there,” 
en!d Mr. Munroe in speaking of the com- 
pany’s purchase, ‘“‘and all it needs is de- 
velopment. We can get the same results 
cut of it that we get out of land in the 
west that costs twenty to thirty times as 
much, and in some respects, especially as 
to cHimate, the Georgia land is superior.” 

The cOmpany expects to secure the 
other 117,000 acres and ultimately develop 
it into one of the biggest cane farms and 
cattle ranches in the south. 


The officials of the agricultural depart- 


ment feel particularly jubilant over the 
coming to the state of this company with 
ail that it proposes to do. The depart- 
ment has been preaching cane cultivation 
for years and is glad to see that its work 
is having a télling effect. The cane lands 
of south Georgia are considered equal in 
every respect to those of Louisiana, and 
it is believed that section will ultimately 
be one of the greatest sugar producing 
sections of the country.

He reached Atlanta last night on 
his walking tour from the City of 
Mexico to New York. 
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“Dakota Bob” is in town. 

The arrival of this unique and pic- 
turesque individual] with the startlingly 
wild west name occurred last night. Im- 
mediately after reaching his hotel ‘‘Bob’’ 
called at The Constitution office and told 
of his trip to Mexico, from the capital of 
which he is now returning. 

Little more than four months ago ‘‘Da- 
kota Bob’ passed through Atlanta en 
route to the City of Mexico. He was 
walking and was making the trip from 
New-York to Mexico on a wager of $3,000, 
which sum his backer, Billy Lee, of 
Yonkers. N. Y.. had bet on his accom- 


‘plishing the feat of walking the entire 


distance and return between the dates 
of September 15, 1900, and June 1, 1901. His 


schedule required him to reach the City 
of Mexico by March Ist, but he was able 
to get there on the 3d of February. In 
the City of Mexico Bob secured the signa- 
ture of President Diaz and the official 
seal of the republic of Mexico with the 
signatures of many other prominent per- 
sonages for his book. He remairied in 
the place three days only. starting on his 
return tnip the 6th of February. 

“Dakota Bob” is one of the most unique 
and sensationally appearing personages 
to be met in a week’s travel, if indeed an- 
other such character could be found at 
all.

HARD TO FIND LAW TO FIT IT 


But Constable Bailey, of Edgewood, 
Will Have To Make a New 
Bond at Once. 


A rather unusual and peculiar case was 
presented to Governor Candler for his 
consideration yesterday, a matter for 
which the law does not seem to have 
mide proper provision. | 

R. F. Mauldin presented @ petition to 
the governor asking to be relieved as 
surety on the bond cf Constable J. B. 
Bailey, of the 1422d militia district, better 
known as the Bdgewood district. Maul- 
din was represented by W. C. Munday as 
attorney, and Justice of the Peace D. H. 
Crimes also appeared before the governor 


with him. ; 

Mr. Mauldin stated that he had applied 
to the Fulton county commissioners to 
be relieved from the bond, but they had 
replied that they had no authority to re- 
lieve him. and could take n@ action in the 


matter. 
The governor has jurisdiction in all 
cases where the official in question is ap- 
pointed by him, but constables are ap- 
pointed by the county commissioners, and 
a certificate of appoiniment from the com- 
missioners is their certificate entitling 
em to do business.

THE DAY IN WALLSTREET. 


New York, April 8.—The call loan rate proved 
again to be the solar plexus of the stock mar- 
ket, a8 it has done on many occasions before, 
The construction of the money supply and the 
advance in the rate for call money precipi- 
tated such a spasm of liquidation as threw the 
stock market into a condition bordering on 
demoralization. What happened today in the 
stock market is what, according to the com- 
mon agreement of all classes of observers, was 
bound to happen in due course of time, Never- 
theless, as is the wont of-stock market happen- 
ings, the day’s events came as a surprise. Even 
the most enthusiastic bull has agreed to the 
proposition that such a rampant speculation 
as has been going on for weeks past was bound 
to overdo itself and be followed by a relapse 
of corresponding violence, Only the enthusi- 
astic bull has clung to the supposition that 
the relapse was still remote and has continual- 
ly moved forward the supposed date of its oc- 
currence in the hope that there was time for 
still ‘another speculative turn. Evén the wild 
and excited market of last week, which was an 
ominous symptom, left the bulls unprepared for 
today’s developments. Tips’ for a rise in many 
stocks were still widely prevalent before the 
opening this morning, and the explanation was 
offered that Thursday’s flurry in call. loan rates 
was due to manipulation by the bears’ But 
the instant the market opened it became eyvyi- 
dent that the developments since Thursday had 
induced a widespread determination to sell 
Stocks. Another palpable fact was that some 
of the most powerful operators in the market 
had already sold their holdings and _ taken 
profits during the wild excitement of last week 
and were compactly organized on the bear side 
of the market ‘this morning. Perceiving the 
highly vulnerable condition of the tharket, ow- 
ing to the over extension of long accounts 
thinly margined and backed by weak resources, 
the bears fell upon the market with great

Foundry Company, John J. Seay, presi- 
dent, will go before the prison commis- 
sion this morning to enter a protest in 
behalf of themselves and their workmen 
against the establishment of a hollow 
ware manufactory at the prison farm at 
Milledgeville. 

In answer to the request from these 
gentlemen Judge J. 8S. Turner, chairman 
of the commission, invited them to ap- 
pear before the board this morning at 10 
o’clock. The signers of the protest say 
the matter is a serious one to the labor- 
ing class and the mechanics of Georgia, 
and that convict labor should not be 
allowed to come into competition with 
free, honest .labor. It is their impression 
that the parties interested in putting up 
the hollow ware plant at the prison farm 
are actuated by a desire to cut down the 
wages of skilled m@&hanics and laborers. 

It is said that the gentlemen who will 
be here from Rome today will bring with 
them several resolutions of protest pass- 
ed by various labor unions in that sec- 
tion of the state, and will lay them be- 
fore the commission. 

The prison commission is very much 
interested in the plan proposed, because 
it would furnish steady employment for 
the convicts at the farm, with profit to 
the state, and because its members have 
been led to believe that the manufac- 
ture of hollow ware at the prison farm 
would in no wise come into competi- 
tion with free labor. They have been in- 
vestigating the matter and proceeding on 
the idea that ully nine-tenths, if not 
more, of the hollow ware sold in Georgia 
is made by convicts in other states. It 
is said that something like 250 carloads 
of the stuff 4s shipped into Georgia ev- 
ery year from convict manufactories in 
othtér states, and that very little free la- 
bor is engaged in making the class of 
goods it is proposed to turn out at the 
farm, in the event it should be decided 
to accept the proposition made. 

This is the view of the matter as it has 
been presented to the prison commission 
by the Atlanta parties interested. They 
have proposed to put up the plant at 
Milledgeville themselves and to pay the 


state for the use of the labor. 

Perhaps it can be shown to the com- 
mission where free labor woul§ be in- 
terfered with by the establishment of 
such a plant, and it is likely that sugh 
a showing. if made, would have some 
weight. t any rate, it is probable the 
commission will reach some definite con- 
clusion in the next fev days as to wheth- 
er or not the the plant shall be established.

The police beard last night devoted 
about half the time looking after the in- 
terests of the men of the force. 

One of the first things done was the 
adoption of a motion for the appointment 
of a. committee to present suitable resolu- 


tions in praise of Patrolman James E. 


Hudson who saved a woman from a burn- 
ing building last Friday night. The com- 
mittee appointed is composed of Commis- 
sioners Jones and Johnson, and they will 
report at the next meeting. It is the in- 
tention to have the praise of the officer's 
heroic_act placed upon the minutes of the 
board, 

Commissioner Johnson presented a reso- 
lution for the board to request the city 
couneil to pass an ordinance increasing 
the salary of W. P. Manly, recorder’s 
court officer, from $50 to $75. a month. 
When Manly was defeated for the position 
of chief of police he accepted the office 
of police court bailiff which pays $50, and 
now an effort is being made to make his 
salary $100. The resolution of Commis- 
sioner Johnson was intended to serve as a 
substitute for the resolution now pending 
in council. 


Chairman English said he believed the 


matter should go to the police committee 
from council and that committee could 
refer the matter 'to the board. 

‘It is my opinion,’’ said the chairman, 
“that this is the direction the matter 
should take since it ‘originated in the 
council and not in this board.’”’ 

Commissioner Johnson agreed to the 
suggestion. 

Wanted a Raise of Salary. 

J. A. Patterson, private secretary to the 
chief of police, asked for a raise in his 
salary from $75 to $i(0. 

Commissioner Johnsun moved that the 
increase be allowed. Commissioner 
Brotherton seconded the motion. 

Commissioner Jones moved as a substi- 
tute that the salary be made $1,000 a year. 

As Commissioner Patterson ‘vas absent, 
the matter went over until a future meet- 
ing. 


On a recommendaticn of the chairman, 


the board agreed to pay for the tele- 
phones in the residences of the three cap- 
tair:s. 

The chairman made a short talk in 
which he complimented the new chief, 
John W. Eall, on the efficient manner in 
which he had reorganized the force. 

The board has about got through 
with al] the business before it, and was 
nearly ready to adjourn when Mayor 
Mims entered. He had not been present 
during the deliberations of the board, and 
stated that other important business had 
detained him. 

Had a Man To Elect. 

“Tf I am in order,’’ 
wish to try to elect a man on the force.”’ 

‘“‘We have passed the order of elections,”’ 
remarked the chairman. 

The mayor resumed bis seat, and then 
arose again and said: 

‘Then, Mr. Chairman, I move that the 
rules be suspended and that I be given 
an opportunity to nominate a man for 
membership on the force.” 

“The board can so order it,’’ replied the 
chairman, “but we have not a full board, 
as Mr. Patterson is absent.”’ 

“I do not desire to take advantage of 
‘Commissioner Patterson's absence,”’ 
stated the mayor, and he again took his 
seat, 

After a few minutes of discussion about 
some minor matters, Commissioner Jones 
moved to adjourn and the motion was car- 
ried.
